A Move for Better Roads. 


A meeting of the new state highway 
commission was held last week Tueday 
and further steps taken toward the pre- 
liminary object of the commission, 
which is to gather all the necessary in- 
formation about the roads of the state. 
All of the commissioners—Messrs. Per- 
kins, McClintock. and Shaler — were 
presént. : 

For their work there is being pre- 
pared a large map of the state made by 
putting together the 56 sheets of the 
new state atlas, which are intended for 
issue in book form. 

The commission is making thorough 
work, and is asking questions of the 
town authorities upon six different 
topics. Circulars are sent to each town 
and city in the state. 

With a copy of the recent act of the 
Legislature goes also (first) a circular 
in regard to the supervision of the high- 
ways; whether they have road com- 
missioners; if so, what are their names 
and what compensation do they get. 

If the selectmen have charge of the 
roads their names are wanted. If the 
roads are under charge of a superin- 
tendent, his name, salary and length 
of service are asked. 

Circular No. 2 asks for the number 
of miles of roads in the city or town, 
and the number which connect with 
the adjoining towns; names of county 
roads and number of miles which are 
local only. 

The cirtular also asks, regarding each 
of these classes, the average width of 
the traveled roadway, the number of 
miles of dirt roads, of gravel, macadam, 
granite block paving, brick, asphalt, 
concrete and cobble. 

The third circular is in regard to the 
expenses of keeping up the roads, and 
asks for statistics as to the expense for 
removal of snow and ice, general re- 
pairs, cleaning streets and gutters, side- 
walks, gravel roads, macadamized roads, 
paved gutters, paved streets, bridges 
and new roads; the total appropriation 
for highways and bridges in 1891, as- 
sessed value of real estate in the town, 
also personal property and rate of taxa- 
tion in 1891. 

In the next series of questions the 
commissioners undertake to gather in- 
formation about road-making machin- 
ery-in the town. They ask if there is 


a steam roller, its weight and cost; 


then the same about a horse roller, 
whether it is solid and of the ring pat- 
tern; whether the town has a stone- 
crusher, its size and cost; whether it 
takes two handlings of stone or not; 
whether there is an elevator to lift. the 


| stone, and, if so, how high; ‘its cost, 


and many other questions in detail 
about screening, storage bins, handling 
and cost of loading broken stone. 

They also ask the number of horses 
used to draw the roller, whether the 
town hasa road machine and its cost; 
how many watering carts are owned, 
and their capacity in gallons. 


Then the commission asks for sug- 
gestions from the town authorities; 
whether they favor legislation provid- 
ing for assistance by the state in the 
building and maintaining of certain 
roads; whether they would favor as- 
sistance by the county rather than by 
the state; whether they favor a law to 
create a permanent highway commis- 
sion for the purpose of supervising the 
roads for which the state renders aid 
in building and. maintaining, and for 
consultation with county or town ofli- 
cials. 

This is pertinent, in view of the fact 


| that this commission is only a tempo- 
| rary body, which must report on or 


before the first Wednesday of next 
February, and whose existance expires 
on that day. The last question is a 
delicate bit of politeness, coupled with 
the suggestion: 

Having had experience in road work 
in your own town, will you kindly make 
any suggestion bearing on the questions 
submitted that will assist the state high- 
way commission in making-a careful 
study of the read question throughout 
the state. 

The last series of questions relates 
to the materials used for roads. It 
asks for as correct information as pos- 
sible as to the use of rock on the roads 
of the town, and whether it comes 
from a ledge, gravel’ bank, stone wall 
or fields; distance of hauling the rock, 


cost per ton for blasting and teaming, | 


number of gravel banks in use, aver- 
age distance of teaming the gravel, 
cost per single and double load, quality 
of the gravel, whether it has binding 
material in it; its wearing nature, 
whether it makes the roads muddy; 
proportion of the annual appropriation 
which is spent on county roads, condi- 
tion of the county roads, as to being 
dusty in dry and muddy in wet weather, 
their condition when the frost is com- 
ing out, drainage after rains, side 
ditches and method of construction, 
ruts in the roads, whether scrapers are 
used in repairing, whether sods-or fresh 
gravel is used for repairs, crown of the 
road, use of broken stone in re-surfac- 
ing, depth of the layer and whether the 
stone or gravel is rolled. 

The use of different sorts of binding 
material is also inquired for and also 
the method of using large stone in con- 
nection with screenings; whether all 
the county roads can be kept in good 
repair with the appropriations, nature 
of the material under the roadway when 
the road bogs up and becomes shaky 
in the spring when the frost is coming 
out, and the relation of the road in 
position to the surface of the ground 
about it. 

It is not the expectation of the com- 
mission that the towns will send per- 
fect answers to this series of questions. 
Unfortunately, the experience of state 
officials with the average officials in 
the towns is that the latter do not an- 
swer with sufficient fulness or precision, 
‘so some time will be spent in travel to 
make the returns complete. 

The commission, besides getting all 
the information possible in this way, 
will take pains to learn about the rela- 
tive use of roads, They propose to 
station agepts in the large cities and 
towns, perhaps far enough outside to 
avoid taking in the purely local travel, 
and see how many teams pass over the 
roads ina given time, and the nature 
of their loads. Though this must be 
learned.only approximately, yet enough 
information can be gathered in this 
way to show what sort of service is de- 
manded of the roads. 

In the distribution of the support of 
the county roads between adjoining 
towns there is likely to arise a question 
of jurisdiction. The new state map 
does not show the town boundaries at 
all, which 1s regarded asa very serious 
omission, and one which will be reme- 
died as soon as possible. But Prof. 
Shaler, who isa member of the state 
survey commission on highways, says 
that the town lines were not put on 
because they are so generally unknown 
to the towns themselves. 

The stones which mark the corners 
have been lost in many places, and it 
has happened in repeated instances 
that one town has encroached upon the 
territory of its neighbors. It isa fact, 
says the professor, that some enter- 
prising towns, in resetting their town 
lines have actually stolen hundreds of 
acres of land which never belonged to 
them. Hence it would not do for the 
state survey to copy any of the boun- 
daries from the old maps. 

The only thing to be done is to make 


a careful resetting of the lines from | 


the original records as closely as possi- 
ble. When the -lines are thus, deter- 
mined -they-can-be-added-—to—the ‘state 
map and then it will be more accurate 
than any other. 

This collection of information is ex- 
pected to show all sorts and conditions 


of keeping up the roads, from the pro- 


miscuous use of loose sand and loam 
to the most scientific paving. Then 
the question for the commission will be

Moses T. Stevens’ Class Jubilee. 


Our townsman and neighbor, Hon. 
Moses T. Stevens celebrated on Tuesday. 
the semi-centennial of his graduation 


~ | from Phillips Academy. 


The surviving members of the class of 
1842 assembled at the Treasurer’s office 
in Andover. They strolled about from 
point to point, contrasting the new and 
the old. At the Old Academy, the pres- 
ent Gymnasium, they lingered longest to 
evoke in some degree the aspect of the 
recitation room where they used to sit 
under the eye of Dr. Samuel H. Taylor. 
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A brief but interesting call was paid to 
Professor Park whose eloquence had 
been associated with their Sunday wor- 
ship of fifty years ago. 

Six out of the nine survivors of the 
class then visited Draper Hall under the 
pilotage of Mr. Draper, who was for a 
time their comrade in Old Phillips. 

The party was then conveyed in car- 
riages to North Andover, to the beautiful 
residence of Mr. Stevens. There the 
class was welcomed by the charming wif- 
and daughters of their host, and sat down 
to a masculine dinner at which the best 
of cheer was provided. The names of 
the guests, counting from the right hand 
of Mr. Stevens, were Principal Bancroft, 
Mr. Stephen A. Holt, and Stephen H. 
Cutter of Winchester, Rev. W. G. Tuttle 
of Worcester, Professor Churchill, Judge 
I. W. Smith of Manchester, N. H., Mr. D. 
Peabody of Lynn, Mr. Draper, Prof. Tay- 
lor, and Rev. T. W. Nickerson, of Roch- 
dale. 

Judge Smith of the Supreme Court of 
New Hampshire, acted as toastmaster. 
The spirit of the impressive hour was 
expressed in every sentence he uttered. 
Fortunately- he had brought with him 
memorabilia of the time when bills of 
tuition were $6.00 per annum. It ap- 
peared therefrom that Mr. Stevens’ piece 
at graduation was on ‘The Comparative 
Influence of the Poet and the Orator.”’ 
The future speaker on the tariff thought 
then that the Poet had the wider sway. 
Judge Smith also recalled the freshman 
days of his lifelong friend and himself at 
Old Dartmouth very vividly. A letter of 
tender salutation and sympathy which 
he had prepared was adopted as the class 
message to Rev. J. W. Birchmore of Mis- 
souri, Dr. E. T, Eastman of Boston, and 
Mr. A. R. Marshall of New Jersey, the 
three absent living members. The gifts 
and graces of their valedictorian, the 
lamented Capron, afterwards missionary 
to India, were dwelt upon with admira- 
tion. 


A feature of the afternoon was the an- 
nouncement of Mr. Draper as the donor 
of the new $7500 dormitory for Phillips 
Academy. 

Amid reminiscences of the old boys, 
which elicited peals of laughter and 
piqued the curiosity of the ladies out- 
side, the genial host contrasted. the 
hours of labor when he began business 
with those in vogue among the present 
generation. He started work at 5 a.m. 
and ended it at 7 p.m., with half an hour 
for breakfast, dinner and supper. Yet 
he thought more was accomplished to- 
day in less time. In the person of his 
sons Mr, Stevens paid aligh compliment 
to young men. His allusion to politics 
was characteristic. He was a congress- 
man by aecident, so to speak. Only when 
assured there was no chance of his elec- 
tion had he consented to-run. But his 
republican friends had elected him 


| though.he was a life-long democrat. One 


of his auditors, who had seen him in 
Charles Sumner’s old rooms in Washing- 
ton, felt that for honesty and patriotism 
the Democratic Essex Congressman was 
not unworthy to succeed the Republican 
senator from Massachusetts. 

After a fitting address by Principal 
Bancroft; a most felicitous response for 
the invited guests from Prof, Taylor; 
followed by a warm tribute to the pres- 
ent administration, and a masterly read- 
ing of Dr. Holmes’ “Bill and Joe’’ by 
Prof. Clfurchill, the memorable after- 
noon closed with the health of Mr. Ste- 
vens, drunk in cold water standing, and 
the jubilee dinner party of the class of 
1842,, which had lasted from % till half 
past 6 p.m., was over. 

Seldom have a more perfect day, a 
more congenial company, a more inspir- 
ing occasion, a more delightful home, a 
more royal host combined in honor of 
Old Phillips.~ The memory thereof will

An Explanation. 


Evlitor of the Townsman: 

In your last week’s paper you quote, 
from my letter to the Salem Gazette, a 
paragraph concerning Andover streets. 
Having been called to account by a worthy 
Andover citizen, and told that I probably 
haven’t ridden much on the streets here, 
I would like a little space in the Towns: 
MAN, wherein to explain what I said. 

You quoted the following: ‘The high- 
way along which runs the street railway 
was never so good as since the track was 
laid, and this, under the resulting discus- 
sion, has set a standard; hereafter Ando- 
ver will have streets second to no town 
in the county.’’

From the bridge to 
the Lawrence line only a beginning has 
been made, and. the standard is far 
from being reached, and I have no doubt 
there are many other places in town 
where great improvements are needed, 
The question is, Is it proposed to make 
the main street as good all the way as it 
is to the bridge?

Centennial of Fryeburg Academy. 


In the session of the Massachusetts 
General Court for 1791-92, a bill was 
passed to incorporate an academy at 
Fryeburg, the second institution of that 
kind in the province (now state) of 
Maine, It was not until 1820, it will be 
remembered, that Maine acquired inde- 
pendent statehood, ‘Rev. Wm, Fessen- 
den, the grandfather of Mrs. James H. 
Merrill.of this town, was largely instru- 
mental in securing the grant which 
enabled the Fryeburg academy to enter 
upon its career, and he afterwards be- 
came preceptor of the same. Mrs. Mer- 
rill is a native of Fryeburg, and her late 
husband was a principal of the academy. 
Daniel Webster officiated in the same 
capacity, and other prominent names 
have been identified with it, either as 
teachers or pupils. Among the masters 
have been Rev. Dr. C. D. Barrows, a 
graduate of Andover Seminary, and Rev. 
F. A. Wilson, pastor of the Free Church 
in this town, 

For reasons of Convenience to the 
numerous alumni, scattered all over the 
Union, it was deemed best to postpone 
the celebration of the centennial of this 
seat of learning until August; and ac- 
cordingly, during the past week the ex- 
ercises of commemoration have taken 
place at Fryeburg in the presence of large 
and distinguished audiences. Men and 
women with national reputations had a 
part, some of whose names are enumer- 
ated in the poem, which was written for 
the occasion and read by Mr. John S. 
Colby, a former pupil in the academy 
and now amember of the Middle Class 
im the Andover Seminary. This poem, 
for the local associations already men- 
tioned, we print in full on our second 
page, to which our readers are referred.

A crowd gathered in Court square 
around police headquarters, and blocked 
the narrow alley from North Main street. 
It had been noised abroad that Miss Bor- 
den was to be taken to Taunton on the 
8:39 train, and the reporters were all at 
hand as the hourapproached, Miss Emma 
L. Borden, with Mr. Jennings and Dr, 
Bowen, bade Miss Lizzie A. Borden an af- 
fectionate good-bye.» The parting between 
the sisters was a sad one, but both ap- 
peared buoyed up by a strong faith and 
great trust. 

At Taunton 

there was a tumultuous and simply dis- 
graceful crowd of morbidly curious peo- 
ple awaiting the arrival of the train. 
They raced after the officers as soon as 
they alighted, and jostled their prisoner 
and her escort. Miss Borden was. hur- 
ried as fast as the marshal could hurry 
her out through the ladies’ room and into 
a hack. The mob fairly swarmed round 
the carriage and hemmed it in, many nar- 
rowly escaping being run down when the 
couch rattled off toward the jail. 

The reporters’ coaches were ready simul- 
taneously, and in the same order as before 
the three hacks rattled off for the jail. 
The carriage conveying Lizzie Borden en- 
tered the grounds and drew up on the west- 
ern side. She quickly. alighted, and, with 
Rev. Mr. Buck, preceded the marshal and 
District Officer Seaver into. the building. 

In Jail. 

Lizzie Borden was taken inside the iron 
rail separatipg the woman’s wine from 
the central vestibule. She was followed 
by Rev. Mr. Buck who thus had an oppor- 
tunity for a last chat with her, while City 
Marshal Hilliard signed the mitimus on 
which she was committed to jail. The 
papers being found correct, Miss Borden 
was turned over to the matron, Mrs, 
Wright, the wife of the sheriff. 

The prisoner was conducted first to the 
bath, and afterward was removed to the 
fourth cell on the southeast side of the 
woman’s wing. % 

In Court, 

Lizzie A. Borden was arraigned in the 
second district court before Judge J. C, 
Blaisdell on charges of homicide arising 
from the killing of her father and step- 
mother. 

She was somewhat nervous, but did not 
show feeling by either tears or trembling. 
The trial was begun by the entering of a 
plea signed and sworn to by the prisoner, 

This plea was overruled for the time be- 
ing, and the judge asked for the reading 
of the complaint. The reading was 
waived and Mr. Jennings said he would 
entera plea of not guilty. District At- 
torney Knowlton, who was conducting 
the government’s case, insisted that Miss 
Borden plead herself. 

Augustus B, Leonard, clerk of the 
court, asked her to stand up, which she 
did firmly and without assistance, She 
was then asked to plead to charges of 
homicide and did soin a very weak voice 
at first saying, ‘Not guilty.’’ The clerk 
did not hear her, and she raised her voice 
‘and said in quite a loud voice, ‘‘Not 
guilty, putting strong emphasis on the 

first word, Sanaa pe. 
* Mr. Jennings then began. to argue for 
the acceptance of his plea that his chent 
should not be examined before the court, 
where she had already been exam- 
ined at an inquest. District Attorney 
Moulton entered a demurrer against the 
plea.. The government’s ~demurrer was 
finally sustained, and Mr. Jennings filed 
an exception. He moved for a trial at 
once. District Attorney Knowlton ob- 
jected, on the ground that an inquest was 
still going on. He asked for a continu- 


PREMIER GLADSTONE 


Receives His Appotntment as First Lord 
of the Treasury. 


LonDon, Aug. 16.—As Mr. Gladstone 
was crossing the dockyard at Ports- 
mouth, on his way to the royal’ yacht, 
hundreds of artisans stopped. work and 
followed his carriage, according him a 
rousing ovation. On the arrival of the 
yacht at East Cowes, Isle of Wight,where 
Mr. Gladstone came ashore, he was greeted 
by a vast crowd. Mr., Gladstone entered 
a royal carriage and rode to Osborne 
house, where Sir H. F. Ponsonby, the 
queen’s private secretary, received him 
and conducted him to the apartments pre- 
pared for him. After Mr. Gladstone had 
partaken of luncheon, the queen gave him 
audience, and he kissed her hands, in ac- 
cordance with the established usage. On 
the appointment as first lord of the treas- 
ury Mr. Gladstoue submitted the names 
of the members of his cabinet. 

The yueen’s dinner guests at Osborne 
house last night included, besides Mr. 
Gladstone, the Prince of Wales, the Duke 
of Connaught, Princess Henry of Batten- 
burg and the Earl of Ducie. 


FIVE KNIFE CUTS. 


Alexander Borges Stabbed by Ernest 
Rippo on a Boston Street, 


Boston, Aug. 15.—There was a serious 
stabbing affray on Hanover street last 
night, and the victim, Alexander Borges, 
is at the Massachusetts general hospital 
in a critical condition. 

At 11:40 p. m., near Prince street, Borges 
and Ernest F: Rippo got into a dispute, 
and Borges is said to have struck Rippo 
fullin the face with his clenched fist. 
Rippo became infuriated, and he was 
seen to draw his knife and strike repeat- 
edly at Borges, who had turned and was 
running down the street. 

The fracas was seen by an officer of sta- 
tion 1, who took Rippo into custody. Dr. 
Elliott found Borges bleeding from five 
wounds, four on the back and one on his 
left arm. 

Borges is 80 years of age, and lived in 
East Boston. Rippo, who is 25 years of 
age, is held on the charge of assault and 
battery with intent to kill, and he will be 
held to await the result of Borges’ in- 
juries.

_ Both were overjoyed at the meet- 
ing and went over to a quiet corner 
to talk about old times. Every 
friend the negro met on the way had 
to be stopped and introduced to ‘my 
young Mars'r F——, dat I learned ter 
ride when he was a leetle chap an 
owned me.” There was no false 
sham about the freedman because of 
his past; he bore his master’s sur- 
name—the only one him or his an- 
cestors in America had ever known, 
and his references to ‘our family” 
were made with an air of conscious 
superiority to some of the ‘‘trash” 
around him who ‘‘hadn’t never been 
owned by nobody in partic’lar.”
